Whole lot of nothin’. 

City program turns down

Pothole season costs the 
City of Edmonton in road 
crews, asphalt and gravel, 
but it costs it relatively little 
in compensation, as more 
than 70 per cent of pothole 
damage claims are rejected. 

Don Marshall, the city’s 
director of risk manage¬ 
ment, said Edmonton has 
to balance claims with pro¬ 
tecting taxpayer dollars. 

“A lot of people just as¬ 
sume the city will pay for 
that, but on the flip side we 
have an obligation to fol¬ 
low the law and the statute 
and to taxpayers as well,” he 
said. 

According to the city, in 
2011 it received 796 claims, 
but rejected 74 per cent of 
them and paid out $110,142. 

Marshall said one of the 
first hurdles is the pothole 
has to have been reported to 
the city. 

He said with the num¬ 
ber of potholes the city sees, 
crews can’t always get to re¬ 
ported potholes immediately. 

“If 5,000 or 10,000 new

potholes come up every 
evening, for example, it is 
not reasonable that we get 
out and fix them every sin¬ 
gle morning.” 

Coun. Kerry Diotte argues 
the city should at least 
consider paying out more 
claims. 

He said if a pothole is big 
enough to destroy a tire, it 
was dangerous and should 
have been repaired. 

“There is a case to be 
made that would say any¬ 
body who damages their 
vehicle on a pothole, that 
they should also be compen¬ 
sated.” 

Diotte said a more robust 
compensation system might 
encourage the city to do 
more to fix potholes. 

“We should try to be bet¬ 
ter at it,” he said. 

“We should be looking 
at new technologies. We 
should be trying to be a 
leader in all of this.”

Park-and- 
ridewill 
ease city 
congestion, 
officials say 

A new St. Albert park-and- 
ride lot will be good for Ed¬ 
monton as well, Edmonton’s 
mayor and transit chief say. 

At his state-of-the-city 
address last week, St. Albert 
Mayor Nolan Crouse an¬ 
nounced the province has 
agreed to fund the project, 
provided details surrounding 
the land can be worked out. 

The proposed lot would 
accommodate more than 
1,600 vehicles and have 
room for 16 buses to pick up 
and drop off passengers. It 
would be built just south of 
Anthony Henday Drive near 
Mark Messier Trail. 

Crouse said the lot will be 
pivotal for public transporta¬ 
tion in the region. 

“It is important in the 
short term and ultimately in 
the long term. I am sure it 
will fill up a lot faster than 
you can imagine,” he said. 

Mayor Stephen Man- 
del said Crouse was really 
looking at the big regional 
picture with this project. 

“He sees the importance 
of how we can all work 
together for a more efficient 
movement of our citizens,” 
Mandel said. 

Bob Boutiller, Edmon¬ 
ton’s general manager of 
transportation, said the St. 
Albert project will be good 
for Edmonton because it will 
reduce congestion. 

“Just having the parlc-and- 
ride there and having people 
get out of their car and not 
coming downtown, that is a 
benefit to the city,” he said.

Schulz then went to work 
on another website, YEGLRT. 
ca, which tracks elevator 
and escalator maintenance 
at 12 other Edmonton LRT 
stations. Previously he had 
worked on a co-op with the 
city, creating information 
boards at Southgate LRT sta¬ 
tion. He still had access to 


the information and used 
that to create the website. 

“It’s really more for 
people with disabilities, 
and really that’s primarily 
why that information is out 
there. When I developed the 
information (this summer), 
it was built in a way so the 
city could take the informa¬ 
tion and post it online, but 
nothing ever came of that,” 
he said. 

“So I thought, why don’t 
I make the site and post it 
on my own dime as a public 
service?” 

Transportation general 
manager Bob Boutilier ap¬ 
plauds the initiative. 

“I think it is a good idea 
in particular, because I 
know there is a certain part 
of the society that needs the 
escalator,” he said.

The day after a wildfire ripped 
through her hometown in 
May 2011, Slave Lake resident 
and teacher Nicola Ramsey 
wrote down her story. 

“I just wanted to kind of 
put it in perspective,” she 
said. “And then I asked some 
people that I know if they 
would (write) me their stoiy 
about what happened to 
them.” 

From there, the collection 
of stories from residents, first 


responders and evacuation- 
centre volunteers snow¬ 
balled. 

Ramsey soon teamed up 
with Joe McWilliams, editor 
of the Slave Lake Lakeside 
Leader, who had an idea of 
putting together a book. 

“We both agreed instantly 
that this was a great idea,” 
said McWilliams. “Somebody 
had to do it, and why not us?” 

The Sky Was On Fire: Slave 
Lake’s Story of Disaster, Exo¬ 
dus and New Beginnings was 
self-published in December 
2012 with the help of a gov¬ 
ernment grant, and more 
than 2,000 copies have al¬ 
ready been sold. 

Ramsey’s husband Len, 
also a teacher, and forestry 
educator M.J. Rristoff joined 
on, and the foursome asked 
for submissions from resi¬ 
dents and conducted inter¬ 
views with them, collecting 
more than 100 stories.

Nearly six months after 
a wildfire chased 9,000 
people from the town of 
Slave Lake, destroying more 
than 400 homes and struc¬ 
tures, and leaving behind 
$700 million in damage, 
arson was determined the 
cause. 

K Division RCMP an¬ 
nounced a year ago they 
were looking for six people 
seen in the area who could 
have information, but no 
further updates have been 
released. 

In the meantime, there 
have been changes to the 
province’s response to 
wildfires. 

Duncan MacDonnell, 
public affairs officer with 
Alberta’s Environment 
and Sustainable Resource 
Development department, 
said recommendations 
from a 2011 report are still 
being looked at, but that 
last year the wildfire oper¬ 
ations centre was realigned, 
FireSmart programs 
expanded, and firefighting 
personnel and equipment 
sent one month early.

Body of abducted 
Russian lawmaker 
found in barrel 

The body of a Russian local 
lawmaker has been found 
cemented in a barrel, 
authorities say. Another 
politician has been accused 
of ordering the killing over 
an $80-million debt. 

Mikhail Pakhomov, 37, 
went missing last week. He 
was a member of the local 
legislature in Lipetsk, a city 
some 350 kilometres south 
of Moscow, and was last 
seen when three unidenti¬ 
fied men pushed him into 
a car and drove away. 

Russia’s Investigative 
Committee says several 
suspects were detained in 
the case, and that author¬ 
ities found Pakhomov’s 
badly beaten body in a 
barrel of cement in a gar¬ 
age. The committee says 
Yevgeny Kharitonov, a 
former provincial official, 
is being held on suspicion 
of ordering the killing of 
Pakhomov.

Hard facts emerge. 

Disease the lead killer, 
ahead of malnutrition, 
fire, drowning, suicide 


At least 3,000 children are now 
known to have died while at¬ 
tending Canada’s Indian resi¬ 
dential schools, according to 
new unpublished research. 

While deaths have long 
been documented in the resi¬ 
dential school system, the find¬ 
ings are the result of the first 
systematic search of govern¬ 
ment, school and other records. 

“These are actual confirmed 
numbers,” Alex Maass, research 
manager with the Missing 
Children Project, told The Can¬ 
adian Press from Vancouver. 
The number could rise as more 
documents come to light. 

The largest killer, by far, was 
disease. For decades starting in 
about 1910, tuberculosis was a 
consistent killer. The Spanish 
flu epidemic in 1918-1919 also 
took a devastating toll: In one 
grim three-month period, the

disease killed 20 children at a 
residential school in Spanish, 
Ont., the records show. 

While statistical analysis 
has yet to be done, the records 
show children also died of mal¬ 
nutrition or accidents. Schools 
consistently burned down, kill¬ 
ing students and staff. Drown- 
ings and exposure were other 
causes. 

Many kids were physically, 
mentally and sexually abused. 
Some committed suicide. 

Some died fleeing their 
schools, including four boys — 


two aged 8 and two aged 9 — in 
January 1937. A Canadian Press 
report from Vanderhoof, B.C., 
describes how the four bodies 
were found huddled together 
in slush ice on Fraser Lake. 

The records reveal the num¬ 
bers only fell off dramatically 
after the 1950s, although some 


occurred into the 1970s. 

In fact, Maass said, student 
deaths were so much part of 
the system, architectural plans 
for many schools included cem¬ 
eteries laid out in advance. 

Maass said researchers had 
identified 50 burial sites as part 
of the project. 


About 500 of the victims 
remain nameless. Documenta¬ 
tion was contained in Depart¬ 
ment of Indian Affairs year- 
end reports, which abruptly 
stopped in 1917. 

“It was obviously a policy 
not to report them,” Maass said.

Cops feel squeeze 
as program ends 

The end of a federal 
program aimed at putting 
more cops on the street 
is threatening anti-gang 
squads and aboriginal 
police and could stretch 
existing resources across 
the country, law enforce¬ 
ment officials say. 

The $400-million Police 
Officer Recruitment Fund 
was set up in 2008 in order 
to add 2,500 new officers. 

In Alberta, $42.4 million 
allowed for the hiring of 
83 officers to bolster the 
Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Team, which has 
targeted gangs, drugs and 
child exploitation. 

However, Michelle 
Davio, spokeswoman for 
the provincial Justice and 
Solicitor General Depart¬ 
ment, said funding for the 
positions will extend to the 
2014-15 budget year. 

Opposition Leader Tom 
Mulcair told a recent news 
scrum in Montreal that the 
Conservatives “like to snap 
their suspenders and tell 
everybody they’re a law- 
and-order government.” 

“It’s an irony to see 
them scaling back invest¬ 
ments on law and order.”

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Shiites protest in Pakistan after 89 killed 


Sectarian attacks. Latest 
in string of violent acts 
against Muslim sect 
sparks outrage over 
government inaction 


At least 15,000 Shia Muslims 
took to the streets in south¬ 
west Pakistan on Monday in a 
second day of protests after a 
bombing that killed 89 people. 


Relatives of the victims refused 
to bury their loved ones until 
the army takes action against 
the militants targeting the min¬ 
ority sect. 

Meanwhile, militants wear¬ 
ing suicide vests and disguised 
as police officers attacked the 
office of a senior political offi¬ 
cial in northwest Pakistan, kill¬ 
ing six people, police said. 

Pakistan has been besieged 
by militant attacks in recent 
years, many of them carried 
out by the Pakistani Taliban, 


who have been waging a bloody 
insurgency against the govern¬ 
ment. Radical Sunni militant 
groups have also increasingly 
targeted the countiy’s Shiites 
because they do not view them 
as real Muslims. 

Many of the attacks have 
occurred in southwest Baluch¬ 
istan province, which has the 
largest concentration of Shiites 
in Pakistan. Many are Hazaras, 
an ethnic group that migrated 
from Afghanistan more than a 
centuiy ago. 


The bomb that ripped 
through a produce market Sat¬ 
urday in Baluchistan’s provin¬ 
cial capital of Quetta was the 
second mass-casualty attack 
targeting Shiites in the city in 
a little over a month. A double 
bombing of a billiards hall in 
January Tailed 86 people. 

The death toll from the most 
recent blast, which was caused 
by a bomb hidden in a water 
tank, rose to 89 on Monday 
after eight people died of their 

wounds. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Round-the-world trip 
ends fatally in Thailand 


A British couple’s round-the- 
world cycling odyssey ended 
in tragedy when both of them 
were killed in a road accident 
in Thailand. 

Peter Root and Mary 
Thompson, who had been 
chronicling their journey in 
the blog Two on Four Wheels, 
died Wednesday when they 
were hit by a pickup truck in 
a province east of Bangkok, 
Thai police said on Monday. 

The couple, both 34 and 
from Guernsey in the Chan¬ 
nel Islands, left Britain in July 
2011 and had cycled through 
Europe, the Middle East, Cen¬ 
tral Asia and China. 

The trip was a once-in-a- 
lifetime experience for the 


couple, who met in art school 
and spent six years saving 
money and planning their 
journey, Peter’s father Jerry 
Root told The Associated 
Press in an interview. 

“They were both inspira¬ 
tional,” Root said. “They 
didn’t just talk about it, they 
did it. I couldn’t be prouder of 
them.” 

He said they were both ex¬ 
perienced cyclists who knew 
the rigours and risks of ex¬ 
tended bicycle travel. 

“What helps me is to think 
of how happy they were with 
each other. They were lead¬ 
ing the life they wanted to,” 
he said.

Scientists recover 
meteor fragments 


Scientists have found more 
than 50 tiny fragments of a 
meteor that exploded over 
Russia’s Ural Mountains, 
and preliminary tests are 
turning up information 
about its contents. 

However, local resi¬ 
dents seem more inter¬ 
ested in the blaclc-marlcet 
value of the fragments. As 
they search for their own 
pieces of the meteor, sales 
offers already are filling 
the Internet, and police 
are warning all purchas¬ 
ers to prepare for possible 
fraud. 

The meteor — which 


injured nearly 1,500 
people and caused wide¬ 
spread property damage in 
Chelyabinsk city on Friday 
— was the largest recorded 
space rock to hit Earth in 
more than a century.

Man released after 
attack on mine 

A Greek prosecutor ordered 
the release Monday of a 
54-year-old man hours after 
he was arrested in connec¬ 
tion with an attack on a Can¬ 
adian-owned gold mining 
operation in which about 40 
masked intruders torched 
machineiy and vehicles. 

He’d been arrested for 
“moral instigation” of the at¬ 
tack due to his contributions 
to an anti-mining blog. 

Opposition to the 
Skouries mining project in 
Greece’s Hallddiki penin¬ 
sula runs deep. The mining 
company, Hellas Gold, 
is 95 per cent owned by 
Vancouver-based Eldorado 
Gold Inc., and is planning a 
gold mine and processing 
plant in the area. 

Residents are divided 
between those who fear 
environmental destruction 
and those who support the 
mine for its job prospects 
at a time of severe financial

Taxpayer-funded PR. 

Federal campaign to cast 
resource industries in a 
positive light needed 
tweaking, report shows 


Focus-group testing on what 
the Harper government calls 
its Responsible Resource De¬ 
velopment campaign found 
the advertising to be light on 
facts but uplifting and patri¬ 
otic, according to a govern¬ 
ment-commissioned study. 

The fruits of that taxpay¬ 
er-funded labour will again 
be on display this spring as 
a second wave of ads — de¬ 
signed to persuade Canadians 
of “the importance and im¬ 
pact of Canada’s energy sec¬ 


tor” — hits the air. 

Natural Resources Can¬ 
ada has budgeted $9 million 
in the current 2012-13 fiscal 
year for ads that show a cross- 
section of resource industries 
in a job-friendly and environ¬ 
mentally sensitive light. It’s a 
carefully calibrated exercise. 

Last summer, NRCan hired 
Leger Marketing to fine-tune 
the government’s proposed 
advertising campaign. The 
project included a national 
telephone poll of 2,000 re¬ 
spondents and two separate 
rounds of focus groups. 

The Leger report, posted 
last week by Library and Ar¬ 
chives Canada, details how 
original concepts for the ad 
campaign failed to impress 
a dozen focus groups spread 
across six Canadian cities.

Bombardierto 
test electric buses 
in Montreal 

Bombardier’s electric transit 
technology will be tested 
next winter on buses in 
Montreal and then in early 
2014 on an urban route 


used by passengers in the 
German city of Mannheim. 

The transportation 
giant’s Primove technology 
is designed to allow buses to 
be charged by underground 
induction stations when 
they stop to let passengers 
hop on and off. Small 
amounts of energy emitted 
from an electromagnetic 
field are used to quickly 


charge batteries on the bus 
and propel it to the next 
power source. That removes 
the need for lengthy over¬ 
night plug-ins, allowing the 
buses to remain on the road 
longer.

Eventually, we were seated at a table with six extra-wide chairs 
equipped with wheels, presumably because some people are not 
physically capable of lifting themselves out of their seats after 
consuming deep-dish bowls of cheese ravioli. When our eager-to- 
please server arrived I noticed that she was wearing a green button 
emblazoned with the word “hospitaliano,” a portmanteau describ¬ 
ing the chain restaurant’s unique brand of fauxtalian friendliness. 
Overwhelmed with the laminated booklet full of menu options,

The new mystery series Cult fol¬ 
lows investigative journalist Jeff 
Sefton (Matt Davis) as the dis¬ 
appearance of his brother leads 
him into the dark underworld 
of rabid, cult-like fans of a hit 
TV show called... Cult. Which is 
about a cult with a charismatic 
leader named Billy Grimm who 
is played by an actor named 
Roger Reeves, who is played in 
real life by Robert Knepper. Still 
with us? 

“What was interesting to 
me was to tiy to create a show 
that was truly unique, was truly 
different. And in doing so, yeah, 
it can make it a little harder to 
explain and describe,” creator 
Rockne S. O’Bannon admits. 
“It’s also a show with a lot go¬ 
ing on, and I have a great deal 
of faith and trust in the audi¬ 
ence to be able to hook into 
that. But we’re very aware that 
we have a complex, multifacet¬ 
ed show going on, and we’re 
trying to keep it as clear in our 
heads as possible.” 

TV veteran and Farscape cre¬ 
ator O’Bannon is no stranger to 
obsessed fans, he admits. 

“The origin of the show 
actually did come out of my 
Farscape experience, where I 
witnessed the kind of incred¬ 


ible fan passion for a show and 
the ability of fans to land of 
find each other through social 
media and connect up,” he says. 
“It started me thinking what if 
the show were something with 
a little bit (of a) darker edge and 
what land of fans would that 
then draw?” 

Multi-layered mysteries and 
disappearances are one thing, 
but the show-within-a-show 
conceit also gives O’Bannon 
and his writers chances for in¬ 
side jokes that play with the 
audience even more. For in¬ 
stance, the actual show ends 
with a “created by” credit for 
Steven Rae, the name of the 
creator of the fictional Cult. 
(Eagle-eyed fans might notice 
that Rae is also the pseudonym 
O’Bannon has used for some 
less respectable entries on his 
resume, like the 1995 TV mov¬ 
ie Deadly Invasion: Killer Bee 
Nightmare.) “From our perspec¬ 
tive, there is nothing too meta,” 
O’Bannon says. 

“For me in creating Cult, 
one of the things that I really 
got excited about was how to 
create a visceral experience 


for the audience and really try 
take the glass away from be¬ 
tween the television show and 
the audience, take away that 
control. So to me, the veiy fact 
that the creator of the show, 
Steven Rae, inside the show is 
Steven Rae, part of the fun of 
it is the fact that we’re actually 
incorporating what normally is 
the return of the audience back 
to the real world and keeping 
that as part of the entertain¬ 
ment. So I’m hoping that the 
audiences will hook into that 
and kind of go along for the 
ride.” 

But is there any fear of life 
imitating art, of Cult fans be¬ 
coming obsessed enough with 
the show to start acting out 
like the fans of the show within 
the show? While that would 
suggest some intense ratings 
for the new series, O’Bannon 
thinks that idea might be a bit 
too far-fetched. “We obviously 
hope that the show is incred¬ 
ibly effective and creates that 
kind of visceral experience for 
the audience, but I don’t know 
that it has the power to go quite 
that far,” he says.

Cameras and Plague. 

Oscar-nominated docs 
capture moments 
in history recorded by 
ordinary citizens 


The Oscar-nominated fea¬ 
tures 5 Broken Cameras and 
How to Survive a Plague rep¬ 
resent documentaries in the 
truest, purest form of the 
word: they capture a spark, a 
moment in history, and they 
make us feel as if we were 
there, too. 

Both films were shot by 
regular people who hap¬ 
pened to be witnessing an 
uprising. They’re by amateur 
photographers who had the 
foresight to record every¬ 
thing from the mundane mo¬ 
ments of their daily lives to 
scenes of violence, upheaval, 
death and eventually some 
sort of victory. 

5 Broken Cameras is a col¬ 
laboration between Palestin¬ 
ian farmer Emad Burnat and 
Israeli director Guy Davidi 
featuring years of footage 
Burnat shot in his occupied 
village of BiPin. Each of the 
five cameras was destroyed 
in the midst of protests or 
gunfire; one still has a bullet 
lodged in the lens. 

Plague is a collection of 
archival footage from the late 
1980s and early ’90s, as mem¬ 
bers of the New York-based 
AIDS Coalition to Unleash 
Power (ACT UP) fought to 
find a cure for the disease as 
it quickly spread and claimed 
millions of lives. Director 
David France, was in the mid¬ 
dle of many of these boister¬ 
ous planning meetings and 
theatrical demonstrations. 

Burnat of 5 Broken Cam¬ 
eras said he felt it was his 


responsibility to depict the 
fight for territory through his 
own eyes. 

He watched his brothers 
get arrested and friends get 
shot by Israeli military, even 
though he knew it was dan¬ 
gerous to venture into it all 
with his camera. 

“My goal is to show the 
world and to spread the film 
and to change people, to 
change the situation. So this 
was important for me.” 

Burnat sought out Dav¬ 
idi, who shaped the film and 
wrote the narration, because 
he knew him as an Israeli 
peace activist. Together, the 
two aimed to craft a docu¬ 
mentary with no political 
slant or judgment. 

Davidi spent a year and a 
half editing from 900 hours 
of footage that Burnat and a 
few others had shot before 
bringing in French editor 
Veronique Lagoarde-Segot to 
help fine-tune the narrative. 

The people whose video 
appears in How to Survive a 
Plague similarly wanted to 
share their story with the 
world. France said the pho¬ 
tographers had a number of

If you are like many young 
people today, you aren’t 
thinking much about retire¬ 
ment — it just seems so far 
away. But, increasingly, the 
onus is on you to look out for 
your future. And the earlier, 
the better. 

A good rule of thumb is, if 
you are just starting out in the 
job market, say in your 20s, 
tiy to set aside 10 per cent of 
your annual income towards 
retirement, says Sue Neal, 
regional director, Investors 
Group, Toronto Downtown. 
“This will create the exercise, 
or the habit, of putting away 
a portion of your pay and not 
spending it.” 

Those in the above cat- 
egoiy, take note: Surveys show 
that baby boomers who are 
now hitting retirement age re-

port that if they had to do it all 
over again, they would have 
started saving much earlier. 
As it stands, a “sizable” num¬ 
ber of them don’t start stash¬ 
ing away money until about 
a decade before they aim to 
retire, Neal says. 

In general, the amount you 
will need to save depends on 
a number of factors, including 
when you start saving, how 
much you think you will need 
in income upon retirement, 
how much you are willing to 
set aside, and your “risk tol¬ 
erance,” or the amount of in¬ 
vestment movement you find 
acceptable, Neal says. 

“We come up with a formu¬ 
la, factoring in inflation, which 
is often the confusing part 
when you do it on your own. 
We can tell you that when 
you’re this age, you will need 


this much money, and you 
need to invest in this, and to 
put this much money into it.” 

Saving for retirement is be¬ 
coming increasingly import¬ 
ant since fewer employees 
have defined benefit pension 
plans, says Lee Helkie, a part¬ 
ner at Helkie Financial and 
Insurance Services. “We see 
people working into their 70s, 
out of necessity, not because 
it’s a hobby.” 

It’s a tough time right 
now, and people have to be 
serious about buckling down 
and staying the course when 
it comes to contributing to a 
retirement plan. 

“It’s possible to do it, but 
you’ve got to get on it,” Hel- 
lde says. And if you can’t, 
or won’t, you may have to 
either retire on less or work 
longer, she says.

Every year around this time 
financial planners are bom¬ 
barded with clients asking 
questions about RRSPs — how 
much should they contribute, 
should they pay down their 
mortgage or invest in RRSPs? 

Financial adviser Joe Lee- 
Owe, president of McClary 
Financial in Calgary, says 
there is a broad spectrum 
of clients, ranging from 
those who maximize their 
RRSPs and those who don’t. 
He says while there are no 
easy answers when it comes 
to RRSPs, he recommends 
people seek guidance from an 
adviser who is looking at the 
big picture. 

“It depends on total tax¬ 
able income, current tax de-

ductions, marginal tax rates, 
long-term employment plans 
and retirement goals,” Lee- 
Owe says. “The amounts and 
strategies vary for each indi¬ 
vidual and household.” 

Lee-Owe generally starts 
by advising clients on how 
much they should direct to 
savings in general, and from 
there determine where the 
savings should be placed, 
whether it be a tax-free sav¬ 
ings account, open a non- 
registered account or RRSPs.

Lundgren & Young Insur¬ 
ance financial adviser Robert 
Eagleson says, generally, the 
higher the income, the more 
benefits people will receive 
from RRSP contributions. 

“I read today that Calgar¬ 
ians contribute more than 
the average, which is not sur¬ 
prising as this is a fairly afflu¬ 
ent city,” he adds. 

How much Canadians 
need generally depends on 
how much they make. For 
example, someone earning 


$80,000 per year who wants 
to retire with 75 per cent of 
their income would need to 
do the math and calculate the 
lump sum they would need 
at retirement given the vari¬ 
ables. 

But Eagleson says most 
people need to plan to retire 
with $1 million — a sum he 
thinks anyone will need to re¬ 
tire comfortably. 

However, even though 
there are tax benefits to 
RRSPs and retirement savings 
benefits, it is possible to con¬ 
tribute too much, according 
to Lee-Owe. 

“I have come across many 
clients well into their retire¬ 
ment that have contributed 
too much money in their 
RRSP’s,” he says, adding it 
could become subject to a 
steep tax rate if the RRSPs 
don’t get spent.

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Dividing assets 
when you split up 



“Till death do us part” sounds 
great in theory, but what hap¬ 
pens to those coveted RRSPs 
when you — dare we say — 
divorce? 

Divorce is extremely diffi¬ 
cult in the best of times, but it 
can get even more complicated 
when you factor in finances, 
investments and RRSPs, which 
is why it’s important to arm 
yourself with knowledge. 

Jacques de Muelenaere, a 
financial planner with Winni¬ 
peg’s Millstone Financial, says 
RRSPs are treated much in the 
same way all assets will be 
treated in a divorce, and RRSPs 
can be divided. 

“A divorce settlement can 
be a long and drawn out pro¬ 
cess, but once settled both par¬ 
ties will be bound by it,” he ex¬ 
plains. “Whether they agree or 
not doesn’t change the terms 
of the settlement.” 


De Muelenaere says RRSPs 
don’t receive any special atten¬ 
tion during a divorce, but it 
might make sense for the 
partner without a pension to 
request the RRSPs. Often, one 
person will end up with a por¬ 
tion or bulk of the “family” 
RRSP, but the process can get 
complicated and industry insid¬ 
ers, including divorce lawyers, 
don’t typically make the recom¬ 
mendation to split the funds. 

“Eveiy situation is unique 
and a financial planner can 
help with these decisions,” he 
says. “But, ultimately, it will 
come down to being part of 
an overall strategy to split the 
assets in a fair way.” 

Once the divorce is settled, 
any amount that needs to be 
transferred from one spouse’s 
RRSP account to the other is 
completed with the help of a 
Canada Revenue Agency tax 


form. It’s important to know 
that dividing the funds as a re¬ 
sult of divorce won’t create a 
tax issue, but withdrawing the 
funds from the RRSP without 
the help of a Canada Revenue 
Agency tax form can create 
issues. 

“This ensures that the 
money is kept sheltered in the 
transfer and doesn’t trigger 
any taxes when it leaves the 


other account. Whether the 
RRSP is in a spousal account is 
irrelevant for this process.” 

Divorcing couples will ul¬ 
timately have to decide what is 
more important to them when 
dividing assets. Would they 
rather have the family home, 
or the future retirement nest? 
Each couple will have to de¬ 
cide that for themselves.

Smart Investing 

Even with a myriad of other 
options, the registered retire¬ 
ment savings plan (RRSP) still 
is the cornerstone of retire¬ 
ment savings for most Can¬ 
adians, although they may 
not be using it to its fullest 
advantage. 

The newest retirement 
savings vehicle on the block 
is the pooled registered pen¬ 
sion plan (PRPP). Designed to 
help the estimated 3.5 mil¬ 
lion Canadians who do not 
have employer-sponsored 
pension plans or RRSPs, the 
PRPP would be a great ad¬ 
junct to the RRSP if and when 
it comes formally into being. 

“At the moment we don’t 
know a lot about the environ¬ 
ment of the program because 
Ottawa and the provinces 
are still making their deci¬ 
sions about it,” says Colin 
Montgomery, a financial ad-

“PRPPs alone probably will 
not be enough when it comes 
to retirement planning and 
individuals will need advice 
based on their own financial 
situation.” 

A PRPP is defined as a 
contribution pension system 
offered by a third party finan¬ 
cial institution such as a bank 
or insurance company. The 
plan administration and fidu¬ 
ciary duty will be the respon¬ 
sibility of the financial insti¬ 
tution, making it fairly easy 
for small- to medium-sized 
companies to set one up. 

There likely will be some 
major differences between 
RRSPs and PRPPs. PRPPs, for 
example, are locked in until 
the age of 55 at the earliest, 
and in some provinces that 
may be as high as 65. 

Unlike RRSPs, you can’t 
get your money out of a PRPP 
once it is in and, therefore, 
you could not take advan¬ 
tage of programs like the 
homebuyers plan, which 
allows you to withdraw up 
to $20,000 to buy your first 
home, or to take out money 
tax-free for post-secondary tu¬ 
ition costs. 

As well, you may not have 
as many investment options 
as you do with an RRSP. The 
actual investment guidelines 
will be set by the govern¬ 
ment and then individual 
plan administrators will of¬ 
fer products that meet those 
guidelines for investors from 
which to choose. 

Contribution limits to a 
PRPP are the same as to your 
RRSP but cannot exceed your 
overall allowable limit. If you

have $30,000 of RRSP contri¬ 
bution room, you could make 
any contributions to both 
plans as long as the total does 
not exceed $30,000. 

“At the moment we don’t 
know how the plan will be 
administered and how advice 
will be offered,” Montgomery 
says. 

“The government sets the 
options, the administrator 
sets the products and the in¬ 
vestors make the choice.” 


Statistics show that Can¬ 
adians are saving less than 
four per cent of their dispos¬ 
able income and, despite the 
billions of dollars invested in 
RRSPs and tax-free savings 
accounts (TFSA), they have 
plenty of room to add more 
to their retirement plans. 

For example, only 26 per 
cent of eligible tax filers con¬ 
tributed to an RRSP in 2010. 
While total RRSP contribu¬ 
tions in 2010 rose to $33.9 


billion, up from $33 billion in 
2009, the total amount that 
Canadians were entitled to 
contribute in 2010 grew to 
$717 billion from $671 billion 
in 2009. 

Twenty-one million Can¬ 
adians have a total of $632 
billion in unused RRSP contri¬ 
bution room.

You’ve made a resolution 
and want to get rid of those 
extra pounds, but how to get 
started? Staying fit by exer¬ 
cising outdoors in cold win¬ 
ter weather brings on some 
unique challenges. Here are 
some tips on the hazards of 
outdoor fitness, and how to 
avoid them: 

Frostbite 

Exposed skin surfaces and 


extremities are susceptible to 
injury from contact with cold 
air, as the circulatory system 
naturally diverts warm blood 
away from cold skin in order 
to keep your core temper¬ 
ature constant. 

Nose, ears, lips, fingers 
and toes are particularly 
sensitive areas and should 
be covered and insulated 
when exercising in cold win¬ 
ter weather less than 5 C, 
and even more so when it is 
below freezing or windy. 

Warm hats, scarves, face 
masks, mittens — which are 
better than gloves because 
your fingers keep each other 
warm — and wool socks 
should all be a part of your 
winter fitness wardrobe. 

You may also consider 
hand warmers for inside your 
gloves. Because of the risk of 
frostbite, never exercise out¬ 


doors with exposed arms or 
legs for more than a few min¬ 
utes on below freezing days. 

Hypothermia 

It doesn’t need to be freezing 
outside to become hypother¬ 
mic. Wind draws heat away 
from your body even faster, 
and so susceptibility to hypo¬ 
thermia is greater on windy 
days. 

Make sure that if you are 
exercising outdoors in the 
cold, you wear multiple lay¬ 
ers of clothing so that you 
are neither too cold, nor too 
warm. 

Perspiration can cause 
your clothing to become 
wet, so strip off layers as you 
warm up. Evaporation from 
wet clothing can cause even 
faster loss of body heat, and 
makes the risk of hypother¬ 
mia greater. 


Additional tips 


• Health problems? If you 
have any medical condi¬ 
tions such as diabetes, 
hypertension, heart 
disease, asthma or bron¬ 
chitis, it is probably bet¬ 


ter to exercise indoors 
than risk illness due to 
overexertion in the cold. 


• Stay well hydrated. The 

cardiovascular system 


is under stress in cold 
weather, so filling up 
your tanks with a sports 
drink or water before 
you go out is always a 
good idea.

In the March/April issue 
of Best Health magazine, 
on newsstands now, writer 
Lisa Bendall looks into the 
various teeth-whitening 
products available at the 
drugstore and your dentist’s 
office. Here’s a snapshot: 

The products you leave 
on your teeth for five, 20 or 
30 minutes — the strips and 
gel trays, for example — are 
designed to restore teeth’s 
enamel by removing dirt 
and debris. These products 
all contain hydrogen perox¬ 
ide, which releases oxygen 
molecules in your mouth 
that react chemically with 
staining materials and lift 
them off. 

But the strength of the 
hydrogen peroxide varies 
widely depending on the 
product: It’s typically from 
three to 15 per cent in drug¬ 
store products, and any¬ 
where from 15 to almost 40 
per cent at the dental office. 


So, can it immediately dam¬ 
age the tooth’s enamel? 

That’s a myth. According 
to North Vancouver dentist 
Dr. Bruce Ward, 

“There’s no evidence of 
damage in the short-term.” 

It’s not yet known wheth¬ 
er extreme or long-term use 
can cause harm. And home¬ 
made whitening formulas 
made with lemon juice, bak¬ 
ing soda or crushed straw¬ 
berries are not a good idea 
as they bathe teeth in acid. 


“You could end up with 
more sensitive teeth, and 
lose some tooth structure,” 
says Ward.

Canadians are cyber-shop¬ 
ping obsessed. According 
to a June 2012 MasterCard 
Spending Pulse Report, 
e-commerce grew by an 
astounding 24.9 per cent in 
the first six months of 2012 
compared to the same period 
in 2011. At the same time 
the general economy grew a 
modest 2.2 per cent. 

My own shopping habits 
have fallen in line with the 
statistic. In the past year, 
I’ve ordered everything from 
fresh roasted organic coffee 
to vegetables, supplies for my 
horses and wine.

The Best Buy experience 
proves the point that many 
consumers still like to see 
an actual physical specimen, 
especially with big-ticket 
items. Internet research and 
marketing company WWW 
Metrics notes that retailers 
with both a physical and 
online presence saw high 
dollar item growth of 23 per 
cent last year while online- 
only retailers reported nine 
per cent. It’s hardly surpris¬ 


ing. Who wants to shell out 
a large sum when you can’t 
kick the tires? I recently 
priced gazebos online, but 
didn’t want to pay $4,500 
sight unseen. I finally chose 
a local company, which had 
sample products assembled 
for viewing. 

Selling such big-ticket 
items is likely the next re¬ 
tail challenge. Large chains 
like Sears and the Brick have 
gone one way by rolling out 
smaller stores specializing in 
beds and appliances. Lowes 
and Home Depot have taken 


a different route, offering 
a limited physical array in 
categories such as carpeting, 
kitchen and bathrooms with 
far more product available 
through special order or on¬ 
line only. 

Ironically booming e- 
commerce may make the big¬ 
gest bricks and mortar chain 
of all, Walmart, even more 
dominant thanks 
to its already strong 
Internet presence.

Lakers owner 
Buss dead at 80 

Jerry Buss, the Los Angeles 
Lakers’ playboy owner who 
shepherded the NBA team 
to 10 championships from 
the Showtime dynasty 
of the 1980s to the Kobe 
Bryant era, died Monday He 
was 80. 

He died at Cedars-Sinai 
Medical Center in Los An¬ 
geles, said Bob Steiner, his 
assistant. 

Buss had been in hospi¬ 
tal for most of the past 18 
months undergoing cancer 
treatment, but the im¬ 
mediate cause of death was 
kidney failure, Steiner said. 

“The NBA has lost a 
visionary owner whose 
influence on our league is 
incalculable and will be felt 
for decades to come,” NBA 
commissioner David Stem 
said.

Rasmus not worrying 
about future with Jays 



MLB. Jays outfielder 
says he’s focused on 
getting better, not 
on securing himself a 
long-term deal 


This is a make-or-break sea¬ 
son for Blue Jays centre-fielder 
Colby Rasmus. The 26-year-old 
veteran, in his fifth major- 
league season, is right in GM 
Alex Anthopoulos’ contractual 
wheelhouse for locking in core 
players to multi-year deals. It 
remains up to Rasmus to prove 
he’s a core player and he must 
get it done early in the season, 
since the Jays are earnest in go¬ 
ing for the gold. 

However, personal job se¬ 
curity and a guaranteed future 
for his family is not something 
that weighs heavily on his 
mind as camp opens. Rasmus 
laughs and maintains his pri¬ 
orities are not year-to-year, or 
day-to-day, but more minute- 
to-minute in how he needs to 
improve his performance. 


“I like being here, but (a 
long-term deal) is not really in
